Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new linnitatiions in the proposed amendment of base Claim 16, and the introduction of proposed new 
base Claim 108 and Claims 109-115 depending therefrom, require further search and consideration before allowability can be definitely 
ascertained. The proposed amendment of base Claim 16 now includes the new limitation reciting a structural embodiment wherein only 
one capacitor (i.e., "at least one capacitor") is "mounted atop and at a diagonal to the first and second conductors..." in addition to the 
embodiment of more than one capacitor being so mounted. Also, more than one capacitor Is not necessarily descriptive of "a capacitor 
array" recited In other claims. Therefore, the "diagonal" disposition of the "at least one capacitor" of base Claim 16 needs further search 
and consideration. Proposed new base Claim 108 appears to be a broader version of the proposed amended Claim 16 which necessarily 
requires a first search on the merits. 
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
